AN INTELLIGENT HORSE. 


Ho Quietly Submit* to ft Painful nnd Doll- 


cnto Oporatloii. 


At tho rnnch of Mrs. Davis, near Lincoln, 


a few days since, it was discovered that a 
valuablo horao in somo unaccountable way 
had sustained a frightful injury, nays tlio 
Sacramento Ecc. There was a deep wound al- 
most directly between the horse'.s eyes, and 
it iras at lirst thought that he had boon shot. 
The animal was brought to this city, how- 
ever, and put in charge of a veterinary sur- 
geon, who probed tho wcund and ascer- 
tained that tho opening was closed by some 
hnrd substance. When tho horse's mouth 
wasopcr.ci! it was found that tho object 
producing the injury had penetrated so deep 
that it formed n lump in the roof of tho 
per jaw. The surfrcon proceeded to cut an 
incision at, tho surface of tlio wound, and 
then inserted a pair of forceps, with which 
he toolt a firm hold on tho hard object. 
By 


exerting all Ins strength the purpcon was 
ablo to extract n. pioco of wood over six 
inches in length and nearly an inch In thick- 
ness. It was deemed certain that tho in- 
jury would prove fatal, but it was decided 
to make an clToi't to save tho finimal. 
Tho 


pioco ol wood, the surgeon says, did not 
miss tho animal's brain tlio sixteenth of nn 
inch. T!ic wound was opened in tho horse's 
mouth, that all tlic pus might How therefrom, 
r.nd the wound is washed ont regularly and 
is hcalinc nicely. The horse submits to tho 
treatment without objection and with al- 
most human intelligence, Itlsnow assured 
that the animal will recover with no farther 
damage i lian the loss of or.c eye— a result 
i-ogai'dod as extremely remin-liabic by horse- 
men. It is not known how the injury was 
received, hut it is believed that tho horse, 
while at p'.ay, ran violently, against Q. pro- 
jecting bunril.
